The cost of chomium plating is 
not excessive if it is done in ac- 
cordance with the outline given. It 
is true that chromium plating is a 
much-patented subject. However, 
the companies owning these pat- 
ents are willing to license their 
processes. 

The chief material used in chro- 
mium plating is chromium trioxide, 
which contains about 50 per cent. 
chromium metal. The chromium 
trioxide can be purchased some- 
where in the neighborhood of 35 
cents per pound, with the very 
strong possibility that, as the use 
increases, the price will decline. 
The reason for this is: Until chro- 
mium plating started to come into 
general use no great volume of 
chromium trioxide was used. Con- 
sequently, it was made in small 
batches and shipped around in 
glass bottles. There is now an in- 
terstate ruling permitting shipment 
of chromium trioxide 
turnable steel drums very similar 
to those used toe ship caustic soda.
